Superintendent 6 Developing’ In Most Standards

The Dawson Springs Board of Edu¬ 
cation held a special called meeting 
Monday. Board members entered ex¬ 
ecutive session to complete the super¬ 
intendent’s annual evaluation. 

Prior to the session, Scott Dillingham, 
publisher of The Dawson Springs 
Progress, told the board he believes the 
evaluation should be done in open ses¬ 
sion. 


“I just wish it was all done in the 
open,” Dillingham said. “That’s the 
whole point of a public meeting.” 

According to Earl Menser, board 
chairman, the board can conduct the 
evaluation in open session, but doing 
so is not required. 

“We prefer to talk among ourselves 
and hear each other’s thoughts on 
this,” said vice chairwoman Vicki Al¬ 
len. 

After returning to open session, 


the board reviewed the results with 
Superintendent Lenny Whalen. The 
evaluation instrument measures seven 
leadership standards: strategic, in¬ 
structional, cultural, human resource, 
managerial, collaborative and influen¬ 
tial. Each standard is designated ex¬ 
emplary, accomplished, developing or 
growth required. The completed evalu¬ 
ation is used to develop a professional 
growth plan. 

“It is hard to evaluate a superin¬ 


tendent who has been here less than a 
year,” Allen commented. 

Whalen became the district’s ninth 
superintendent in November 2013. 

Menser noted that the evaluation be¬ 
ing presented was a combined effort of 
the four board members present. Cliff 
Key was absent. 

In six of the seven standards, Leon¬ 
ard received a developing designation.

Officials Ask Public Not 
To Set Off Fireworks

The Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Fire Prevention 
and the Kentucky fire 
marshal encourage Ken¬ 
tuckians to attend com¬ 
munity celebrations 
instead of celebrating 
with fireworks at home 
this July 4th holiday. 

“Setting off fireworks 
at home runs the risk of 
injury and may also run 
the risk of violating local 
ordinances and state 
law,” state Fire Marshal 
Bill Swope said in a news 


release. “I recommend 
that families attend local 
firework displays instead 
of celebrating with fire¬ 
works at home. Let the 
professionals entertain 
your family” 

“Citizens also should 
be aware of potential 
prohibitions against cel¬ 
ebrating with fireworks 
as local governments can 
set their own fireworks 
bans,” Swope said. 

But if you insist on 
celebrating at home, 
Swope said safety and 
supervision are keys to 
a successful celebration. 


He offers these tips 
to keep your family safe 
over the upcoming July 
4th holiday and through¬ 
out the summer: 

—Use fireworks out¬ 
doors only 

—Obey local laws. If 
fireworks are not legal 
where you live, do not 
use them. 

—Always have a buck¬ 
et of water or a working 
water hose nearby 

—Only use fireworks 
as intended. Don’t try to 
alter them or combine

State Last In Services For Seniors

Senior citizens and 
the disabled hoping to 
live on their own might 
want to look at moving 
elsewhere, according to 
a national report issued 
Thursday by three orga¬ 
nizations, including the 
AARP, as they ranked 
Kentucky dead last in 
state-funded services for 
the two groups. 

Released by AARP, 
The Commonwealth 


Fund and The SCAN 
Foundation, the report 
gives a state-by-state 
comparison of long¬ 
term services using 26 
performance indicators 
in five dimensions of 
care —affordability and 
access, choice of set¬ 
ting and provider, qual¬ 
ity of life and quality of 
care, support for family 
caregivers and effective 
transitions — that mea¬ 
sure the effect of state 
policy on the ability of 
older Americans to live 


on their own. 

Kentucky ranked 51st 
overall behind every 
state and Washington 
D.C. The report put the 
Bluegrass State last in 
affordability and access 
and 50th in choice of 
setting and providers as 
well as quality of life 
and quality of care. Sup¬ 
port for family caregiv¬ 
ers fared only slightly 
better at 46th. The state 
also ranked 42nd for

Rehoboam was the son of King Solomon and Naamah, an Ammonite. He became king of 
Judah when he was forty-one years old and he reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem. 

During his reign the people of Judah did evil in the 
eyes of the LORD and stirred up His jealous anger. 

They set up for themselves high places, sacred 
stones and Asherah poles on every high hill and 
under every spreading tree. There were male shrine 
prostitutes in the land and the people engaged in all 
the detestable practices of the people of the nations 
the LORD had driven out of the land before the 
Israelites arrived. 

In the fifth year of King Rehoboam’s reign, Shishak 
king of Egypt attacked Jerusalem and carried off the 
treasures of the temple of the LORD and the 
treasures of the royal palace.

So King Rehoboam made bronze shields to replace 
them and assigned these to the commanders of 
the guard on duty at the entrance to the royal 
palace.

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue has 
set the 2014 State Real 
Property Tax Rate at 12.2 
cents per $100 of assessed 
value. Kentucky Revised 
Statute 132.020 requires 
the department to set 
the real property rate no 
later than July 1 of each 
year. 

This rate is based on 
the revenue generated 
from the increase in tax¬ 
able real property assess¬ 
ments from 2013 to 2014. 
If the revenue increase 


is more than four per¬ 
cent after the exclusion 
of new property added to 
the tax roll during 2014, 
then the prior year rate 
must be reduced. 

Because the assess¬ 
ment increase for 2014 is 
estimated at 1.57 percent, 
the state rate will remain 
the same as the 2013 rate, 
12.2 cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed value. 

All the revenue gener¬ 
ated from the state prop¬ 
erty tax rate will go into 
the state’s General Fund.

With the General 
Assembly passing canna¬ 
bis-related bills the past 
two legislative sessions, 
medical marijuana sup¬ 
porters now hope law¬ 
makers seriously consid¬ 
er legalizing the drug for 
prescription use. 

Despite moves to legit¬ 
imize industrial hemp 
and research the non¬ 
intoxicating drug canna- 
bidiol, legislators on the 
Interim Joint Committee 
on Health and Welfare 
said June 18 the odds of 
full-blown legalization 
of medical marijuana in 
Kentucky remain long. 

Medicinal cannabis 
bills have faltered in the 
General Assembly, but 
each session provides a 
new opportunity to edu¬ 
cate lawmakers on the 
topic, said Kentuckians 
for Medical Marijuana 
President Jaime Montalvo. 
Twenty-two states and the 
District of Columbia have 
legalized the prescription 
use of marijuana. 

In fact, Montalvo said 
he’s seen legislators’ atti¬ 
tudes on the subject soft¬ 
en in recent years. 

‘Absolutely. I mean, 
even here in this meeting 
here, some of the ones 
that were kind of appre¬ 
hensive and didn’t want 
to speak about it before, 
they’re asking more 
questions,” he said after 
the meeting. “They’re 
becoming more lively. 


They’re giving us tips. 

“You know, when we 
close those doors and 
we’re actually lobbying 
and meeting with these 
senators and representa¬ 
tives, they close the doors 
and they tell you they’re 
in support of it, they want 
to see this. They don’t 
know how to implement 
it. They don’t know how to 
actually create the infra¬ 
structure to regulate it.” 

Medicinal cannabis 
advocates, such as Eric 
Crawford, a wheelchair- 
bound quadriplegic from 
Mason County, urged 
lawmakers on the com¬ 
mittee to consider the 
drug’s benefits for those, 
like him, who suffer 
chronic pain. 

Crawford’s wife dis¬ 
played a large baggie of 
prescription pills and 
painkillers he must take 
to manage nerve pain, 
muscle spasms, arthri¬ 
tis and other maladies. 
A car accident in 1994 
caused his paralysis. 

Some lawmakers 
voiced support for medic¬ 
inal marijuana, but oth¬ 
ers cautioned against 
hoping for legalization 
by the 2015 legislative 
session. 

“It’s not something that 
can change today, and it 
may take another year or 
two to actually pass this,” 
said Rep. Tom Burch, a 
Louisville Democrat and 
co-chair of the committee. 
“It may take longer than 
that, but I think eventu¬ 
ally it will happen.”

Marshall County resi¬ 
dents made their voices 
heard June 26 at a pub¬ 
lic information meeting 
regarding the Interstate 
24/Purchase Parkway 
interchange upgrades for 
Interstate 69. 

Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet engineers, 
design staff and consul¬ 
tants spoke with approxi¬ 
mately 300 attendees at 
the Calvert City Civic 
Center, stating that they 
would “go back to the 
drawing board” in an 
attempt to save the park¬ 
way spur, which serves 
as a local connector 
between the Julian Car- 
roll Purchase Parkway 
and U.S. 62 in Calvert 
City. 

Based on a traffic 
study, project engineers 
estimated 7,200 drivers 
use the parkway connec¬ 
tion every day. 

Rick Shanklin said 


The Kentucky Meson¬ 
et, now in its eighth year 
of operation, is looking 
to build a broad base of 
funding and support for 
the statewide climate 
and weather network. 

The Mesonet, housed 
in the Kentucky Climate 
Center at Western Ken¬ 
tucky University, has sta¬ 
tions in 64 counties.

“The spur is the main 
route into the southern 
part of (Marshall) coun¬ 
ty — to the hospital and 
the high school.” 

While Gary Valentine, 
deputy state highway 
engineer, admitted ini¬ 
tial design options did 
eliminate the connec¬ 
tion, staff members have 
heard the public’s con¬ 
cerns and will consider 
alternatives to keep the 
road open, he said. 

“1-69 is a goal of the 
commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky and the nation. It’s 
not a matter of ‘if,’” he 
said. “We must recon¬ 
struct this interchange.” 

Kentucky now has 55 
miles designated as 1-69. 
The route follows 1-24 


Parkway at Calvert City 
to Eddyville. 1-69 then 
runs for 38 miles along 
the Wendell Ford West¬ 
ern Kentucky Parkway 
from Eddyville to the 
Pennyrile Parkway near 
Madisonville. 

The existing 1-24/ 
Purchase Parkway inter¬ 
change does not provide 
route continuity for 
national travelers who 
must make high-speed 
decisions quickly while 
maneuvering a “major 
split” — when inter¬ 
states break away from 
each other — between 
1-24 and 1-69. 

The state approved a 
highway plan, including 
$34 million for construc¬ 
tion, approximately $2 
million for right-of-way 
acquisition and approxi¬ 
mately $1 million for 
utility relocation for this 
project. 

This is the budget the 
cabinet must work with 
not only to rebuild the 
Marshall County inter¬ 
change but allow for the 
option to keep the spur 
open. 

Design plans must be 
approved by the Federal 
Highway Administra¬ 
tion, which has full over¬ 
sight of the interstate 
system. 

According to the state 
cabinet, the interchange 
revision is tentatively 
scheduled for construc¬ 
tion in 2016.

Rotary built it, city invites its use

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Mayor Jenny 
Sewell wrote this in response to 
last week’s About Town column.) 

The Dawson Springs Rotary 
Club answered the call of the com¬ 
munity and built a beautiful, very 
large pavilion in our municipal 
park with electrical service and 
lights for the use of our citizens’ 
planned events such as family 
reunions, birthday parties, club 
outings, school outings, musi¬ 
cal events, and additional events 
which may serve the good of our 
local taxpayers. 

This is a wonderful pavilion 
and facility — the only one of its 
kind in our city and because it is 
a one of a kind facility we must 
utilize it in an orderly and respon¬ 
sible fashion. 

Most events planned for the 
pavilion include larger numbers 
of people, which usually means 
larger food preparation plans, 
funding for decor, a commanding 
spot on the calendars of those 
planning to attend, perhaps travel 
plans of friends and family who 
would come. The city of Dawson 
Springs welcomes such events and 
people to responsibly utilize the 
facility at no charge. 

To insure the pavilion might be 
available, the city requires those 
desiring the facility to call ahead 
and apply for its use. Some gener¬ 
al questions will be asked of those 
requesting use of the facility. 

The city stipulates that all trash 
be picked up and the facility be 
left clean and in good condition. 
Additionally, the party agrees to 
hold the city harmless during the 
time of use. 

Regarding the use of our play¬ 
ground, it is generally understood 
that the regular use of our play¬ 
ground equipment, tennis courts, 
basketball courts, and our walk¬ 
ing trails are to be utilized on 
an at will basis. The public is 
encouraged to utilize our park’s 
playgrounds, and we encourage 
the parental supervision of young 
children while on the playground. 

Regarding the concern for play¬ 
ground safety, perhaps the readers 
will remember that in excess of 
a year ago the city was required 
after a routine insurance inspec¬ 
tion to remove a few pieces of 


playground equip¬ 
ment because of more 
stringent safety stan¬ 
dards being in effect. 

As a result, the city 
applied and received a 
grant to replace those 
pieces of equipment 
with the most recent 
safety approved play¬ 
ground components. 

The city is in the 
process of widening 
and resurfacing the 
walking trail in the 
park to better accom¬ 
modate a more enjoy¬ 
able and safer usage of the trail. 
And most recently, the tennis 
court and basketball court surfac¬ 
es and lighting have been upgrad¬ 
ed which additionally adds a more 
enjoyable and safer usage. 

All the ball fields in our city, 
both in the municipal park and 
Riverside Park require prior 
applications and approval. Two 
park groups (Municipal Park 
Board and the Riverside Park 
Commission) review applications 
for approval. 

Groups who regularly utilize 
our municipal park fields include 
the Dawson Springs High School 
softball team and the Dawson 
Springs Youth League. Both 
groups apply for the use of the 
field(s), specify the time and dates 
of utilization, specify the fields 
desired, agree to upkeep the fields 
along with provide the field prod¬ 
ucts necessary for upkeep, agree 
to clean the concession stand, rest¬ 
rooms, grounds, dugouts, and pro¬ 
vide proof of insurance as applies 
to youth baseball and softball. 

The party agrees to hold the 
city harmless during the time of 
use and to return the premises at 
the end of the term of usage in 
as good a condition as when they 
were given possession. 

There are 31 stipulations 
to using the facilities. The city 
of Dawson Springs provides at 
this time the fields at no user fee 
costs to these groups, and the city 
provides general mowing of all 
municipal park grounds at no cost 
to any groups; however, during 
high school events when a closer 
cropping of the field is required 
the high school agrees to provide 
needed mowing. 

There are additional groups 


that on occasion 
request the municipal 
park field and facili¬ 
ties and generally, 
the same process of 
approval applies. 

Groups who regu¬ 
larly utilize Riverside 
Park (one field, park¬ 
ing lot, grounds, sta¬ 
dium, and concession 
stand) include, the 
Dawson Springs High 
School baseball team, 
the Tradewater Adult 
Baseball Association, 
the Dawson Springs 
Babe Ruth travel team and the 
Dawson Springs soccer team. 

The field and facilities are uti¬ 
lized during the spring, summer 
and fall which places a huge stress 
on the grass turf. Few fields in 
Kentucky realize this much sus¬ 
tained useage during the year. 

The facilities are provided at this 
time to these groups with no user’s 
fees required. Completed applica¬ 
tions for the use of Riverside Park 
are also required. The application 
asks the same questions which per¬ 
tains to dates of useage, facilities 
desired (useage of the concession 
stand or not), and follow mostly 
the same conditions for using the 
municipal park, including a list of 
31 stipulations which must be met 
for the group to continue to utilize 
the park and facilities. 

The city’s insurance carrier 
requires our park facilities to 
be as safe as possible and they 
require the responsible, orderly 
and safe usage of city facilities 
and parks, user agreements which 
include hold harmless clauses for 
many of our park components 
including pavilions, proof of the 
insurance coverage by organized 
sports groups, and in general, the 
city is required to be the keepers 
of the city parks and facilities. 

As an additional note, I would 
like to point out that presently the 
Dawson Springs School System 
utilizes the municipal and Riv¬ 
erside Park fields and facilities 
with no city user’s fees; however, 
due to the additional field and 
lighting requirements necessi¬ 
tated by KHSAA, and due to the 
additional wear and tear of our 
fields, the Dawson Springs School

• On July 1, 1916, 25-year-old Army Lt. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower marries 19-year-old Mamie Geneva 
Doud. He would go on to lead the Allies to victory in 
Europe in World War II and later become the nation’s 
34th president. The couple lived in 33 homes during 
Eisenhower’s 37-year military career. 

• On July 6,1933, Major League Baseball’s first All-

In Congress, July 4, 1776 


The unanimous Declaration 
of the thirteen united States of 
America, 

When in the Course of human 
events, it becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the politi¬ 
cal bands which have connected 
them with another, and to assume 
among the powers of the earth, 
the separate and equal station to 
which the Laws of Nature and 
of Nature’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions 
of mankind requires that they 
should declare the causes which 
impel them to the separation.

Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness.-That to secure these 
rights, Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the gov¬ 
erned, -That whenever any Form 
of Government becomes destruc¬ 
tive of these ends, it is the Right of 
the People to alter or to abolish it, 
and to institute new Government, 
laying its foundation on such prin¬ 
ciples and organizing its powers in 
such form, as to them shall seem 
most likely to effect their Safety 
and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, 
will dictate that Governments long 
established should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; and 
accordingly all experience hath 
shewn, that mankind are more dis¬ 
posed to suffer, while evils are suf¬ 


ferable, than to right themselves by 
abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. But when a long 
train of abuses and usurpations, 
pursuing invariably the same 
Object evinces a design to reduce 
them under absolute Despotism, 
it is their right, it is their duty, to 
throw off such Government, and 
to provide new Guards for their 
future security.-Such has been the 
patient sufferance of these Colo¬ 
nies; and such is now the neces¬ 
sity which constrains them to alter 
their former Systems of Govern¬ 
ment. The history of the present 
King of Great Britain is a history 
of repeated injuries and usurpa¬ 
tions, all having in direct object 
the establishment of an absolute 
Tyranny over these States...

Where are our patriots? 

Dear Editor, 

It is strange that so many of our students know so 
little about American history. We always go back to 
our Constitution for guidance. I am reminded that 
during the Revolutionary War that we didn’t just 
fight the British. We were all British subjects at that 
time, and we fought our own government. 

Americans today take our liberties lightly and for 
granted. The story of sacrifice made during the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution was not by wild-eyed, rabble-rousing 
ruffians. Far from it! They were soft-spoken gentlemen 


of means and education. They had security, but they 
valued liberty more. Standing tall, straight and un¬ 
wavering, they pledged, “For the support of this dec¬ 
laration, with firm reliance on the protection of the di¬ 
vine providence, we mutually pledge to each other, our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred honor.” Bold words! 

Ever wonder what happened to the 56 men who 
signed the Declaration of Independence? Five sign¬ 
ers were captured by the British as traitors, were 
tortured and subsequently died. Twelve had their 
homes ransacked and burned. Two lost their sons in 
the Revolutionary War while another had two sons 
captured. Nine of the 56 fought and died from wounds 
or hardships of the war. 

Just what kind of men were they? Twenty-four 
were lawyers and jurists, 11 were merchants and nine 
were farmers and large plantation owners. As I said, 
men well educated and of means. They signed the 
Declaration of Independence knowing full well that 
the penalty would be death if they were captured. 

Carter Braxton of Virginia, a wealthy trader, saw 
his ships sunk by the British navy. He sold his home to 
pay his debts and died in rags. Thomas McKeam was 
so hounded by the British that he was forced to move 
his family almost constantly He served in Congress 
without pay, and his family was kept in hiding. His 
possessions were confiscated, and he died in poverty 

Vandals and British soldiers looted the properties 
of Dillery, Hall, Clymer, Walton, Gwinett, Heyward, 
Ruttledge and Middleton. Francis Lewis had his 
home and properties destroyed. The British jailed his 
wife, and she died within a few months. John Hart 
was driven from his wife’s bedside as she lay dying 
while their 13 children fled for their lives. His fields 
and grist mill were laid to waste. Norris and Livings¬ 
ton suffered and died from exhaustion and broken 
hearts. Such is the story of sacrifices made during 
the American Revolution. 

Today we ask ourselves, where are we going with 
the government we have? Where are our patriots to¬ 
day? I think that the 56 men who signed the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence would weep at what their coun¬ 
try has become. 

Here’s an eye opener. The Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence reads: “In Congress, July 4, 1776, the unani¬ 
mous Declaration of the 13 United States of America 
...” Not a single signature was attached on the fourth, 
and the document was not unanimous and “Indepen¬ 
dence” was nowhere in its title. The document was 
engrossed and signed a full two weeks later, with 
changes. 

Now you can ponder the Constitution.

System has shared the cost of 
seed, fertilizer(s), and field prod¬ 
ucts needed to maintain the turfs, 
most especially needed at River¬ 
side Park.

—Continued from front page 
them. 

—Never relight a 
“dud” firework. Wait 20 
minutes and then soak it 
in a bucket of water. 

—Use common sense. 
Spectators should keep 
a safe distance from the 
shooter and the shooter 
should wear safety glass¬ 
es. 

—Alcohol and fireworks 
do not mix. Have a “desig¬ 
nated adult shooter.” 

—Do not use home¬ 
made fireworks or illegal 
explosives: They can kill 


you. 

—Report illegal explo¬ 
sives to the fire or police 
department in your com¬ 
munity. Fireworks for 
sale to the public are 
clearly marked as 1.4 
fireworks. 

—Adult supervision 
is required at all times 
while using fireworks. 

According to state 
law, people under 18 can¬ 
not sell fireworks unless 
supervised by a parent or 
guardian; people under 
18 cannot purchase fire¬ 
works; fireworks cannot 
be used within 200 feet 


of a structure, vehicle or 
other person; and fire¬ 
works cannot be sold to 
anyone who is under the 
influence of drugs or 
alcohol. 

In addition, local ven¬ 
dors and citizens are 
required to comply with 
any and all local ordi¬ 
nances that apply to the 
sale, purchase and use of 
fireworks.

This indicates growth 
toward meeting the stan¬ 
dard is taking place. 

“I feel like for the 
length of time you’ve 
been in the job, develop¬ 
ing is a high score,” Al¬ 
len said. 

Whalen was given a 
designation of growth 
required on the strategic 
leadership standard. This 
area will be addressed in 
his professional growth 
plan. Board recommenda¬ 
tions were to watch small 
spending and to encour¬ 
age better relationships 
with employees. 

Whalen asked for 
an explanation. Tracy 
Overby said small ex¬ 
penditures can add up 
over time and, consider¬ 
ing the current economy, 
should be watched. 

“Things are tough 
now,” she said. 

“As far as relation¬ 
ships and the things we 
have asked you to do, 
some feathers will get 
ruffled,” Menser said. 

The board also en¬ 
couraged more commu¬ 
nication and feedback 


with all staff in connec¬ 
tion with the cultural 
leadership standard. 

“We know you meet 
with administrators,” 
Overby said. “We want to 
make sure teachers feel 
they are being heard, too.” 

The board noted as 
Whalen’s strong points 
his new format for board 
meetings which includes 
recognition of student 
achievement, a restruc¬ 
turing plan recently put 
in place and the oppor¬ 
tunity for staff and com¬ 
munity feedback on the 
district Web site. They 
also praised his partici¬ 
pation in the commu¬ 
nity with organizations 
such as the Rotary Club 
and the Dawson Springs 
Chamber of Commerce 
and his efforts to involve 
students and staff in the 
recent SUDS campaign. 

Whalen said he felt 
the developing designa¬ 
tion is correct after his 
first few months at the 
job, but was struggling 
with comments about 
the need to improve re¬ 
lationships with staff 
members. He said some 
teachers have expressed 


their appreciation for 
his availability and will¬ 
ingness to communicate 
with them. 

“We’re going to push 
forward, and I think 
we’re going in the right 
direction,” Whalen said. 

The superintendent’s 
evaluation was approved 
by a vote of 4 to 0. A copy 
is on file at the central of¬ 
fice. 

Also on the agenda 
was approval of sub¬ 
mission of a BG1 to the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education to have 
two HVAC units that are 
not in working order re¬ 
placed using funds from 
a recent rebonding re¬ 
fund and capital outlay 
funds. The cost to replace 
the units on the gym is 
$17,620. The amount of 
the refund was $13,545.05. 

The board approved 
placing approximately 
$5,000 in high school site- 
based funds in escrow. 
That is the remaining 
balance in the 2013-2014 
allocation which will be 
used during the upcom¬ 
ing school year. Several 
potential needs are un¬ 
der consideration.

effective transitions, 
which compared things 
like the percent of nurs¬ 
ing home residents with 
low care needs, nursing 
home stays lasting 100 
days or more, hospital¬ 
izations and the percent 
of nursing home resi¬ 
dents with moderate to 
severe dementia. 

Most of Kentucky’s 
long-term care money 
is funneled into nursing 
homes, leaving homes 
and community-based 
services scrambling to 
make ends meet, said 
Cathy Allgood Murphy, 
AARP Kentucky direc¬ 


tor of advocacy. Allgood 
Murphy said 81 percent 
of long-term care money 
goes into paying for 
nursing homes when sta¬ 
tistics show home care 
also makes for a heavy 
burden on average sala¬ 
ries or savings. 

“They (Kentucky) 
get all the money, and 
it’s all for institutional 
care, even though every¬ 
one says keeping those 
needing long-term care 
at home is cheaper and 
results in a better quality 
of life,” Allgood Murphy 
said in a news release. 

The report found that 
the median out-of-pocket 
costs for nursing homes 


in Kentucky were 269 
percent of the median 
household income of 
people older than 65, 
which was a little high¬ 
er here than it was in 
other states. Costs in 
Alaska were 456 percent 
of median household 
incomes of those older 
than 65. 

Statistics for home 
care costs were lower 
across the board but 
higher than other states 
at 92 percent of medi¬ 
an household incomes. 
Those costs were lowest 
in Washington D.C. at 47 
percent and highest in 
Rhode Island at 111 per¬ 
cent.

Tuesday began a new age of Western Kentucky 
athletics. 

The Hilltoppers are now officially members of 
Conference USA and will begin competing in their 
third major conference in school history in August. 

“This represents a landmark moment for our 
university and community and we are extremely 
excited about the significant opportunity that 
awaits,” WKU athletic director Todd Stewart said. 
“WKU’s move to Conference USA will be transfor¬ 
mational for our athletic program, our university 
and the city of Bowling Green. Partnering with 
institutions we have enjoyed long-standing and 
meaningful rivalries with will enhance the game- 
day experience, grow our fan base and increase the 
level of energy and excitement our programs and 
community deserve. 

“Increasing our revenue will enable us to pro¬ 
vide our student athletes, coaches and 19 athletic 
programs the resources that are necessary to con¬ 
tinue to succeed at the highest level.” 

On paper, the league has a look of striking simi¬ 
larity for longtime fans of the Tops. 

Former Sun Belt Conference foes Middle 
Tennessee, Alabama-Birmingham, Florida Atlantic, 
Florida International, Louisiana Tech, Charlotte, 
North Texas and Old Dominion are part of the new 
C-USA. But there will be newly formed rivalries and 
series with Marshall, Southern Mississippi, Rice, 
Texas-El Paso and Texas-San Antonio. 

The move will afford WKU’s football program, 
which has been playing at college football’s highest 
level for just seven seasons, more chances to play 
in postseason bowl games. Those bowls translate to 
more national television exposure and financial 
benefits. 

School officials also hope the Conference USA 
will give the men’s and women’s basketball pro¬ 
grams a better shot at being at-large selections to 
the NCAA Tournament. 

“Bowl access is critical to our football future. 
We will now be prepared,” WKU president Gary 
Ransdell said. “Conference USA has the bowl 
access that we will need. As NCAA men’s basket¬ 
ball tournament seeding grows in importance, we 
will play in a conference which will help our RPI. 
We look forward to renewing our rich Lady Topper 
history with Old Dominion and Louisiana Tech, to 
rekindling our conference history of great games 
in men’s basketball with UNC Charlotte and 
Alabama-Birmingham.” 

Western Kentucky was a member of the Sun 
Belt Conference from 1982-2014 and a member of 
the Ohio Valley Conference from 1948-82. Its inclu¬ 
sion in C-USA makes it that league’s 14th member. 

• Meanwhile, the University of Louisville’s long- 
awaited entry into the Atlantic Coast Conference 
also became official Tuesday 

“We have looked forward to this day since 
November of 2012, when our Council of Presidents 
voted to accept Louisville as a member of the 
Atlantic Coast Conference,” said ACC 
Commissioner John Swofford. “We are a stronger 
conference with the addition of this university and 
its athletic program, which continues to reach new 
heights and rank among the nation’s most competi¬ 
tive. We are well-positioned for the future, 15 mem¬ 
bers strong, with a unique balance of public and 
private institutions.” 

Louisville joins Boston College, Clemson, Duke, 
Florida State, Georgia Tech, Louisville, Miami, 
North Carolina, NC State, Notre Dame, Pitt, 
Syracuse, Virginia, Virginia Tech and Wake Forest 
as ACC member institutions.

Calipari gets to the point on players leaving early

When one of John 
Calipari’s players is thinking 
about making the jump to the 
NBA, the Kentucky coach 
doesn’t spend a great deal of 
time talking to him about it. 

In fact, he said he can tell 
that player everything he 
needs to know in only five 
minutes. 

Whether the player is cer¬ 
tain to be a high draft choice, 
as Julius Randle and James 
Young were last week, or 
someone who might not be 
sure where he stands, Calipari 
is ready with the information 
to help him make an informed 
decision. 

As many as seven Kentucky 
players met with Calipari in 
the days following last season, 
and the coach said those meet¬ 
ings didn’t take long. 

“I literally spend five min¬ 
utes with them. There are no 
four-hour brainwashing (ses¬ 
sions), all the staff beating 
them down,” Calipari said 
Monday on a Southeastern 
Conference coaches telecon¬ 
ference. 

As an example, Calipari 
cited the meeting he had with 
Willie Cauley-Stein the day 
after Wildcats’ loss to 
Connecticut in the national 
championship. Cauley-Stein 


chose to return to Kentucky 
for his junior year, but 
Calipari said he didn’t think 
that was going to be the case 
after the two met. 

“Matter of fact, I thought 
Willie was leaving, and the 
conversation we had the next 
morning after the national 
championship game was con¬ 
gratulating him: T’m proud of 
you, you were a football player 
two years ago, no one knew 
who you were, you weren’t a 
McDonald’s All-American, 
you weren’t one-and-done. It 
wasn’t that way before (you) 
got here,”’ Calipari said. 

“He was a top-15 pick, and 
he came in my office the fol¬ 
lowing day and said, T want to 
come back.’ I go, ‘What?’ He 
said, ‘One, I’m having a ball. 
Two, I’m not ready for that 
league to do what I want to do. 
And three, I want to win a 
(championship) before I 
leave.’ I said, ‘Well, then, 
that’s good reasons to come 
back.’ The conversations I 
have with guys are kind of 
like that.” 

He said the conversations 
do not include advising play¬ 
ers on what to do. 

“It’s not like that,” he said. 
“What I do is give them the 
information. I have them get 
information directly from the 
NBA office. I give them info 
from GMs who are friends of 


mine in the NBA. I tell them, 
‘This is what it appears, check 
with the NBA, and I’m with 
you with whatever you do. 

“‘If you’re a late first- 
rounder, can you deal with 
that?’ I give them the down¬ 
side: Are you going to be able 
to deal with being a second- 
round pick, because that 
could happen. If you can’t 
deal with that, then you come 
back. If you say, T’m OK if 
that happens,’ then you can 
think strongly about leaving. 
If you want to be a top-10 pick, 
you’re not right now, then 
you’re going to have to come 
back to be a top-10 pick. But if 
that’s OK to be the 18th or 20th 
(pick), I’m good with it.” 

While Randle and Young 
left for the draft, Cauley-Stein, 
Aaron Harrison, Andrew 
Harrison, Dakari Johnson 
and Alex Poythress chose to 
return to school. Those play¬ 
ers and the incoming fresh¬ 
men in the Cats’ No. 1-ranked 
recruiting class create a ros¬ 
ter makeup the likes of which 
Calipari hasn’t had at 
Kentucky. 

“For the first time, I’ve had 
players return that had a 
chance to put their names in 
the draft, so we’re in a unique 
situation where we have veter¬ 
ans,” Calipari said. “Now 
granted, those veterans are 
sophomores — two of them 


are juniors, but the other four 
are sophomores, which is kind 
of unusual for us. But I’m 
excited about that. The 
returning players, the veter¬ 
ans and the freshmen are get¬ 
ting along well, so it’s all 
good.” 

One-and-done players have 
become a staple in Calipari’s 
five seasons in Lexington, but 
he said he’d be fine with rais¬ 
ing the minimum age for draft 
eligibility — an idea that first- 
year NBA commissioner 
Adam Silver is advocating — 
but only on one condition. 

Calipari said both the 
NCAA and the NBA should 
take steps to help players who 
would now be required to stay 
in college for two years. 

“For our players, I’m happy 
as heck if it goes to two years. 
I think they’ll be better pre¬ 
pared,” he said. “But you can¬ 
not do that unless the NCAA 
is going to do things along 
with the NBA if kids are 
asked to stay another year. 
Are you going to do the cost- 
of-living (stipend)? Are you 
going to cover their insur¬ 
ance? What about loss-of-val- 
ue insurance that’s really 
expensive? 

“What about flying them 
back and forth (to their home¬ 
towns) once or twice a year? 
Why would we not do that? 
What about their families 


being flown to the NCAA 
championship events with 
their teams? Why would we 
not do all those things? 

“Those are the kind of 
things that have to be done. 
We need to do stuff with com¬ 
bines so the kids get the right 
information. You don’t want a 
kid to leave and not get draft¬ 
ed. If a kid should leave, he 
should leave. If he’s a first- 
round pick, if he’s a lottery 
pick, he should leave. Don’t 
have them stay so you win 
more games, and then the 
next year he’s in a worse posi¬ 
tion. But if he’s a second- 
round pick or he’s not getting 
drafted and he’s in a combine 
where the NBA can tell him to 
go back, he comes back to 
school.” 

Calipari said raising the 
age limit is an issue that will 
have to be decided between 
the NBA and the league’s play¬ 
ers association, and he said 
it’s one in which college 
coaches and the NCAA should 
take sides. 

“We have to be on the side 
of the players, on the side of 
the students. We have to be on 
their side, which is how do we 
get the info so they make the 
right choices? How do we do 
things so we treat them with 
more dignity, we treat them 
more fairly? Those are the 
things that we need to do.”

The Lettermen list includes no such name. In 1938-40

Boater safety important on July 4 holiday

With the Fourth of July falling on a Friday this 
year, Kentucky’s lakes and rivers will be teeming with 
boaters enjoying the long holiday weekend. 

Officials with the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources want it to be a fun and safe 
experience for everyone. 

“There’s nothing better than a day on the water,” 
said Zac Campbell, the department’s boating educa¬ 
tion coordinator. “It’s a great way to spend quality 
time with your family and friends. But a great day on 
the water can turn tragic in a matter of seconds. 

“Always be prepared with your safety equipment. 
Have a float plan and make sure you’re watching out 
for everybody on board.” 

The increased boat traffic on a holiday weekend 
makes for more congested waterways and leaves less 
room for error. 

Boat operators are advised to pay close attention to 
navigational rules and to drive cautiously in crowded 
areas. Scan the water around you, looking for swim¬ 
mers, tubers, skiers, personal watercraft operators 
and floating debris. 

“Even if you do everything properly, you still have 
to watch out for the other guy,” Campbell said. 

July was the leading month for boat accidents 
nationwide last year, according to the U.S. Coast 
Guard’s 2013 Recreational Boating Statistics report. 

Operator inattention was the top contributing fac¬ 
tor in boating mishaps last year followed by improper 
lookout, operator inexperience and excessive speed,

according to the North American Safe Boating 
Campaign. Alcohol use was the sixth highest contrib¬ 
uting factor in boating accidents across the country 
last year. 

Conservation officers will be on the lookout for 
impaired boaters but also checking that boats are 
equipped with the required safety equipment. 

“Especially life jackets, which are proven to be a 
vital tool in saving lives on the water,” said Maj. Shane 
Carrier, boating law administrator with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Before leaving the ramp, or dock, check that you 
have the following: 

* Registration numbers and decals properly dis¬ 
played 

* Registration receipt on board 

* Wearable life jackets for each person on board 
(children under the age of 12 must wear a lifejacket in 
the open part of a boat that is underway) 

* Throwable flotation device 

* Fire extinguisher 

* Horn or whistle 

* Lights (red, green and 360-degree white lights) 

All boats must display the proper navigation lights 

when underway between sunset and sunrise. The 
360-degree white light must be displayed at all times 
when anchored during this period. It is especially 
important around congested areas such as marinas or

fireworks displays on the water. 

“As the operator you’re responsible for everybody’s 
safety on board, including your own,” Campbell said. 
“After the fireworks are over, it might be a good idea to 
stay put a little while and let the boat traffic clear out. 

“Sometimes it’s really difficult to see which direc¬ 
tion boats are moving. Be careful. Be attentive. Don’t 
be a distracted operator. If you have enough people, 
get a spotter to help you out by being a lookout while 
you’re driving.” 

Statistics show that people who have taken a boater 
education course are less likely to be involved in a 
boating accident, Campbell said. 

In Kentucky, children ages 12-17 years old who oper¬ 
ate a personal watercraft or boat with a 10-horsepower 
motor or greater must have a safe boating certificate. 

Boater education courses are offered in person 
around the state at no charge and online for a fee. All 
in-person courses require online pre-registration. For 
more information, including course schedules, visit 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s website at fw.ky.gov.

Not All Back Pain Improves With Rest 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have had lower- 
back problems almost all my life. Many 
doctors and therapists have examined 
it, with almost no success. Recently my 
attacks have been fewer and milder, 
even if the bed is not quite right. I 
can live with it, but a new wrinkle 
has emerged: If I don’t get out of bed 
as soon as the alarm sounds, I’ll have 
back pain and little mobility all day 
and partial incapacity. I am 74 years 
old, 6 feet, 4 inches tall and weigh 230 
pounds. Do you have any idea what 
causes this, and if there is any cure? 

- J.S.B. 

ANSWER: There are dozens of 
causes of back pain, and it can be 
impossible, even with the most 
advanced diagnostic tests, to make a 
precise diagnosis of the underlying 
cause. 

In your case, it sounds like you 
have had one problem for a long time 
and now something is causing a dif¬ 
ferent kind of back problem. Back 
pain that gets worse with bed rest and 
better with exercise is not likely to 
be a herniated disc or spinal stenosis 

- two serious causes of back pain. I 
am guessing that there is a component 
of osteoarthritis in your back now, 
which would be quite common in a 
74-year-old man. Osteoarthritis does 
tend to get worse with rest and better 
with exercise. I am impressed by how 
acutely it gets worse, and it’s entirely 
possible that there may be some mus- 

| cular spasm associated with your back 
I pain. 

j Even though you are quite tall, 230 
l pounds is a lot for your spine to sup- 
| port. You have a BMI of 28, which is in 
| the “overweight” range. Losing even 
five or 10 pounds may help relieve 
pain on your back. And certainly lis¬ 
ten to your body, and get up and be 


active. Stretching, including yoga and 
tai chi, can be a very effective treat¬ 
ment.

DEAR DR. ROACH: My gallblad¬ 
der was removed 16 years ago, and I 
have been having frequent diarrhea for 
those 16 years! I understand it’s because 
without the gallbladder, there’s no bile. 
It seems to me that with all the bril¬ 
liant researchers in the world, some¬ 
one could come up with a substitute for 
bile. A pill, maybe? 

I am an 85-year-old female and have 
seen at least four gastroenterologists 
during this time, and none of them 
had a clue. The last one I saw told me 
to “live with it.” Has anyone asked you 
about this problem? - D.E. 

ANSWER: It’s not uncommon at all. 
Also, the liver still makes bile, and 
some experts think that it is too much 
bile that causes diarrhea. If occasional 
Imodium isn’t doing the job, I have 
had good success with cholestyramine, 
which binds excess bile salts.
